1.  The  German  Reconnaissance  Air  Force  (two  Arado  196-type 
reconnaissance  seaplanes  with  the  same  markings  as  the  Imperial  Navy 
planes,  with  one  lieutenant,  ten  petty  officers  and  non-rated  men) 
will  he  under  the  command  of  the  Commander-in-chief  of  the  13th  Air 
Fleet  as  far  as  operations  are  concerned. 

2.  The  Commander-in-chief  of  the  13th  Air  Fleet  will  station  the 
aforesaid  force  in  the  Penang  District  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  scout¬ 
ing  and  patrolling  when  German  ships  oome  in  and  out.
